THE CHINESE MURDER TRIAL. 


Cassullo Sentenced to Ten Years’ 
Ponal Servitude—Unique Dic- 
tlonary Sult—Divorces 
Granted—Notes. 


The murder trial of the four China- 
men held to answer on the charge of 
killing Fong Ah Lung in Chinatown, 
May 8th last, was resumed in Depart- 
ment No. 6 of the Superior Court yes- 
terday morning. The examination of 
witnesses for the prosecution pro- 
ceeded slowly throughout the day, and 
when court adjourned the examination 
of only two had been completed, the 
third being still under cross-examina- 
tion. The witnesses examined were 
Dr. N. H. Morrison, Detective C. E. 
Wallin and Chan Kinsing. 

The testimony was directed prin- 
cipally to the scenes which took place 
at the County Jail after the affray in 
Chinatown, when the deceased, still 
alive, was brought in. His wounds 
were described, and both Detective 
Wallin and Chan testified as to his 
statement made shortly before his 
death, in which he charged the de- 
fendants with being the men who sh 
him. A great many attempts were 
made to confuse Chan in his testimony, 
but he held his own pretty well 
against C. ©. Stephen . The 
case will probably — 
of the week in the trial.

Cc. M. WELLS’S PLAN OF FINAN- 
CIAL ACTION. 


His Report Submitted at the Last 
Meeting of the General Execu- 
tive Committee—Some Good 
Suggestions. 


At the last meeting of the general 
executive committee of the Citizens’ 
Water Works movement Chairman C. 


port: 

To the Citizens’ General Committee on 
Water Works—GENTLEMEN: Allow me to 
outline for the consideration of the com- 
mittee a plan of financial action whereby, 
in my opinion, 1. control of the 
water works of the city of Los Angeles may 
become possibie. 

Iam moved to present this plan from the 

owledge that the committee invites indi- 

dual expression of views, both from mem- 
bers of the committee and from other citi- 
zens who desire the good of the city. 

It is probable that a system of water 
works built de novo, adequate for all por- 
tions of the city, with mains in general 
large enough to accommodate the probable 
increase o for some to 
come, would cdést in excess of the legal 
limit of bonded indebtedness. 

The grave objections to attempting to 
Construct works through increasing the 
wee indebtedness ot the city are three- 


First—The present generation and popu- 
lation must pay both interest and principal 
on such municipal bonds. 

Second—It the legal limit of bonded in- 
debtedness is incurred in the copstruction 
of water works, all other wupicipal works 
and improvements to be d for by the 
issue of bonds, without regard to the desir- 
ability, necessity or urgency of such works, 
must cease. 

Third—The issue of bonds to the utmost 
legal limit, which should never be incurred 
except in extreme emergency, would fail to 
construct that complete plant, which in the 
future shall furnish pure water, abu 
water and water at cost. 

For the puspose of illustrating how funds 
may be ra without incurring bonded 
municipal indebtedness, let us suppose a 
complete plant to be now in existence, giv- 
ing every where water for lawns, trees and 
shrubbery almost as freely and cheaply as 
pale water js now furnished for a- 


such complete 7 for a term of thi 
of fifty years and agree to pay from 4 to 
pet cent. per annum on the cost of such 
plant as interest or rental therefor. 
Becond—The city could secure such in- 
terest or rental by contracting to levy and 
collect for the use of the water owned by 
the city and distributed through the rent 
system, water rates t to supply the 


necessaay funds. 

Third—The city could also contract and 
bind itself to purchase said complete plant 
at the cost price at the expiration of the 
lease, and could enter luto contract to levy 
water rates to create a sinking fund for that 


urpose. 

Fourth—Any extensions, removals or bet- 
terments made during the life of the lease 
would be made and owned by the city, and 
would be paid for out of water rates earned, 
or by issuing bonds therefor. 

Now, as we are all weil aware, there is no 
such complete plant in existence to lease to 
the city; but with the codperation of the city 
authorities and citizens such a plant may be 


created. 

First—The city, owning the water, may 
contract to lease such plant when con- 
structed, provided such construction be 
made in accordance with city plans for the 
purpose, and the work be done under city 
supervision, making the works, in effect, 
constructed by the city. 

Second—A corporation may be formed to 
construct such works, the corporators being 
trusted citizens, who shall act without profit 
to — and virtually as trustees for 

olty. ; 

Third—Such a corporation may enter into 
a contract with the city, as above indicated, 
for lease and purchase of the plant, and 
— issue bonds in the name cf the corpo- 
ration, on which shall be printed the terms 
of the contract with the city, thus giving 
security tothe bonds by making the cor- 
poration bonds municipal in fact. 

Some of the advantages of this method 


First—The great object will be attained, 
municipal control of both water and water 
works, with all its attendant benefits. 
Second—If present works can be pur- 
chased at a fair valuation, a portion of the 
bonds can be applied for that purpose, and 
the purchased works, so far as practicable, 
can be incorporated in the new system. 
Third—If the present works, any or all, 
cannot be purchased at a fair valuation, the 
pew system can proceed after the adoption 
of a general plan, in parts, to be ultimately 
incorporated as a whole. It is not likely 
that any portion of the city suppliea by the 
new method would care to go back to the 
old system, nor that those who continue de- 
pendent on the old system will rest quiet 
and contended under such dependence. 
Fourth—U nder the proposed method there 
is nothing to prevent immediate action in 
certain pens of the city, notably the 
west hill region, so soon as data for the 
necessary plans can be formulated. The 
objection to taxingthe whole city for im- 


provements in only a certain portion would 
not exist. 

Fifth—The payment for the plant would 
fall on a future population in all probability 


double or thribble our own, and the long- 
time bonds would sell at a rate of interest 
wuch lower than that which must be fixed 
on bonds rnnning but twenty years with 
oue-twentieth of the principal payable an- 
nually, as is required by the present law. 
Sixth—Sonds by this method can be is- 
sued to the extent that will be required for 
the construction of asystem complete in 
all its parts and including the 
necessaty expenditures to utilizé for irriga- 
tion on the agricuitural and horticultural 
lands about the city ail the surplus water of 
the Los Angeles River, and including’ the 
funds necessary to terminate the present 
leases and franchises.

The Justice Refuses to Re- 
sign. 


HIS LETTER TO THESUPERVISORS 


Lockwood’s Court Reoord-A Few 
Samples of Continued“ Cases— 
Damron Becomes Talkative— 

An Exciting Episode. 


The Damron-Lockwood affair is still 
in anything but asatisfactory condition. 
so far as the principals are concerned. 
Lockwood visited Damron at the 
County Jail, Tuesday night, when 
there was quite a lengthy consultation 
between them, the nature of which 
they kept to themselves. At the jail 
Lockwood professed to be very-anxious 
to find out just how public sentiment 
stood as regards his case, and inti- 
mated that quite a number of lawyers 
bad intimated to him that he should 


hold on tothe office. Besides this, Lock- 
wood said that he could not afford to 
resign; that he needed the salary of 
the place, $166.66% per month, and that 
he would remain where he was. He is 
also said to have shed tears when 
speaking about the manner in which 
he had been handled by the press, inti- 
mating that he considered himself a 
much-abused individual. Be this as it 
may,he has evidently determined to 
brazen the situation, and, although he 
held no court yesterday, he sent the 
following communication to the Board 
of Supervisors. 
Los ANGELES (Oal..) July 30, 1890. 

To the Honorable of Supervisors 

Los Angeles county, Cal.—GEN- 
TLEMEN: I have this day received a 
notice from your clerk of the passage by 

our honorable body of the following reso- 
utions: “Beit resolved, that we hereby ask 
of Mr. Lockwood that he forthwith resign 
his office of Justice of the Peace.” 

You preface that resolution by the follow- 
ing charges: 

“WHeEseEas, Justice of the Peace W. O. 
Lock wood has been arrested on a criminal 
charge amounting to a felony; and 

“Wuereas, from his own admission it 
appears that he bas siolated in a serious de- 
gree the law he has sworn to uphold; and 

“WHEREAS, the attempt to preside over 
and administer the laws, civil or criminal, 
by an officer who is himself so manifestly 
involved in the violation of our laws, 
to us contemptous of law and indecent in- 
dignity to the people.“ 

The law has provided a remedy for such 
a condition of affairs as you enumerate in 
your first two charges. do not find in 
such law any clause vesting in your honor- 
able body authority to make such a request. 

In your third “whereas” you e no 
charge, but enunciate asentiment to which 
I can heartily subscribe; and here let me 
suggest to your honorable board that I have 
not done, nor have 1 anz intention of

When Lockwood’s decision became 
known it was suggested that, if such 
a thing were possible, it would be 
better to pay him his entire salary for 
the remaining five months of his term, 
on condition that he at once resign, 
and thus save the community from the 
scandal which his continued presence 
on the bench will cause, besides which, 
it is claimed that, from a purely busi- 
ness stan t. the; county. and city

of his salary will be saved several 
times over between now and the first 
of next January. 
LOCKWOOD’S RECORD AS A JUSTICE. 


For several months past there has gus 


been a great deal of dissatisfaction in 
police circles, and among those who 
have business in the police courts, about 
the manner in which Justice Lock- 
wood has conducted the affairs of his 
court, especially with reference to 
Chinese cases, most of which were 
for violations of the gambling and 
lottery laws, and a few facts 
from the record will not be out of 
place at this time. There are now 
thirty-five continued cases awaiting 
trial, and ten cases have been con- 
tinued indefinitely, and since April 
lst there have been twenty venires 
called, in most cases of thirty-six men 
each, making an aggregate of 720 men 
dragged away from their business to 
try in most cases Chinese gamblers, 
whose cases were continued on the 
slightest pretext, as the following ex- 
amples will show: 

On April 8th Ab Quong, Ah Sen, Ah 
Wah and Ah Pan were arrested for 
conducting a lottery, and taken into 
court, when the hearing was continued 
to April 22d, then to May 12th, to May 
13th, to June 5th, to June 7th, to June 
10th, when they were convicted, and 
continued to June 26th for sentence, 
when they were fined 330 each. Thus 
it will be seen that this gang were in 
court eight times before their cases 
were finally disposed of, and on April 
22d there was a special venire of thirty- 
six men for jurors. 

In the case of Ah Jim et al., for 
playing fan-tan, tbe trial was first set 
for April 11th, when a venire of thirty- 
six men was called; it was then con- 
tinued to April 18th, when another 
venire of thirty-six was called, when a 
continuance was granted to May 6th, 
with another venire of thirty-six; a 
further continuance was had to May 
8th, with another venire of thirty-six, 
when it went over to May 9th, with 
another venire of thirty-six, and finally 
came to trial on May 17th, when 
another venire of thirty-six was called. 
The gang were, however, finally con- 
victed. Five were sentenced to fifty 
8 in the City Prison, but were 
habeas corpused and sent to the 
County Jail by the Superior Judge. 
The balance of the gang were fined $25 
each, which wost of them paid. 

The following is the record of the 
Ab Pan case, with the continuances, 
in each instance a venire of thirty-six 
being called, with two exceptions, 
when twelve were called one time and 
twenty-four at another: April 23d, 
called and continued to May 13th; con- 
tinued to May 26th; continued to June 
18th; continued to July Ist; continued 
to July 7th; continued to July 12th; 
continued to July 30th; continued to

A DISGUSTING BUSINESS. 


Justice Lockwood has replied to the 
resolution passed by the Board of 
Supervisors, requesting him to resign. 
He refuses to do 80, asserting that he 


bas not violated the laws. Aud yet 


be has admitted having sheltered from 
the law Damron, a fugitive from jus- 
tice, under bail. What manner of man 
is this? 0 
Lockwood is said to have remarked 
that he cannot afford to resign. Most 
men would think that they could not 
afford to stay in office under such cir- 
cumstances, but Mr. Lockwood’s ideas 
are,in more ways than one, peculiar 
—with an appropriate prefix. Whether 
Mr. Lockwood can or cannot afford to 
resign, it is very certain that the 
county cannot afford to have him much} 
longer on the bench. In another col- 
umn will be found a statement show- 
ing how Chinese cases have been car- 
ried on in his court. From this it 
will be seen that there are now 
no less than thirty-five continued cases 
of this character awaiting trial there, 
and that ten cases have been contin- 
ued indefinitely. Since the first of 
April twenty venires have been called 
totry such cases, generally of thirty- 
six men each, making a total of seven 
hundred and twenty citizens taken 
from their occupations to try Chinese 
gambling and similar cases, which are 
continued on the slightest pretext. Mr. 
Lockwood, as a judicial luxury, comes 
high, but it appears that we must have 
him, until he is sent to jail or his term 


expires. 

What pull“ bave the Chinese of 
Los Angeles on Mr. Justice Lock wood? 
There are persons among us who claim 
that they could tell, if they wished. . 

Meantime, the other distinguished 
criminal, Damron, gives the lie direct 
to Lockwood, by denying posi- 
tively that he went to Lock- 
wood’s room at midnight and 
begged protection, as Lockwood stated. 

He asserts further that when he 
went to the room of this benevolent 
bosom friend he had thirty dollars, of 
which amount Lockwood too and re- 
tained twenty-five dollars. Twenty- 
five dollars is certainly not an extrava- 
gant price for boarding, sheltering and 
concealing a fugitive felon for from 
three to five days, even if the room 
was poorly furnished, but it is sufficient 
to knock all the romance out of the 
brotherly love and benevolence busi- 
ness. Even that much, it appears, 
Lockwood cannot claim as a set-off to 
his astonishing and heinous infraction 
of the law which he has sworn to up- 
hold and administer... And yet this 
man has the presumption to. prate 
about the harsh treatment. which he 
has received from the press, and to 
attempt to pose as a martyr! | 

Mr. Lockwood has not yet an 
nounced his intention of offering his 
name for reélection. That, however, 
may come. Nothing. could surprise 

us, in this affalr, after what has hap- 
pened thus far. Should he escape a 
prison cell he may yet seek Vitidiéation 
at the hands of the people from his
